Your ideal and mine at the present is to solve unem­ 
ployment and to restore prosperity. 
President though he was, Lincoln was only one lone man, but 
you and I and others like us in business number thousands. Lin­ 
coln. solitary and alone, saw the war drag through four distressing 
years—and for just one reason. The men of brains in the north, 
the men who should have pushed the war to a quick ending, had no 
courage. Shall this bt* said of us? 
I hope not. 
What is the situation today? 
Of 48,000.000 working people, 
4,800,000 GO per cent) are unemployed. 
Subtract the 3,000.000 
physically unfit and not-willing-lo-work, and the net unemployment 
is only 3a» per cent. To give work to those is no gigantic task. We 
only think it is. We ne^d simply the murage to go ahead. 
As a business executive, Io c k yourself In your office undisturbed 
for thirty minutes ana think on uv.s problem as Lincoln thought on 
his, and you will see what he saw: that a propaganda of enthusiasm 
and courage will release your talent and the talent of your friends, 
and will make your ideals effective. Will it give employment to 3•'* 
per cent? Yes, and more. 
It will restore purchasing power, and 
put your sales up where you want them to be 
You may have to borrow money for a time. but money, too. is 
unemployed and should be put to work. 
This, then, is my wish; to preserve America's high standard of 
living and to restore American prosperity by the only force that ever 
wins—a true ideal put vigorously to work with unfailing courage.
